Additionally, 
according to this article: 
1. Allan Blackledge had [at time of article] been attending prep 
school in Annapolis for the past five months 
2. He took the April examination for entrance and just received 
word he passed 
3. 1800 candidates took the examination; 450 passed [25%] 
4. From his preliminary physical exam in Fall 1915, he reqired a 
surgical operation 
5. Was in hospital 3 weeks following surgery; then attended Prep 
School
